sonal identification offices in 
goveradrates, which currently 
lack these. 

Sheikh Salem said after the 
meeting that the ministry will 
implement the Premier’s direc- 


tives after experts have com- 
pleted the amendment of the arti- 
cle in question. 

Sheikh Salem added that 
citizens and expatriates should 
complete paperwork related to 
residence and personal iden- 
tification as quickly as possible 
to avoid legal penalties. 

In an interview with Arab 
Tunes reporter Lima Al Khalaf- 
awi, Al wohaib earlier said that 
the renewal of residence should 
be initiated one month before the 
expiry date. 

He said that domestics and 
dependants should submit their 
papers directly to the Immigra- 
tion Department one month in 
advance for renewal, and others 
having work permit should sub- 
mit their papers to the Labour 
and Social Affairs Ministry.

TYRE, Lebanon, Feb 1 7,(Agen- 
cies): Bearded gunmen seized an 
American officer of a UN trace 
organisation in South Lebanon 
today, security sources safd. 

Xhey said the officer, iden- 
tified as Richard Higgins, was 
travelling in a car flying the UN 
flag and escorted by a number of 
bodyguards. The escort opened 
fire but failed to prevent the 
abduction. 

The sources said the officer, in 
his 50s, was only appointed to the 
UN truce supervision organ- 
isation (Untso) a month ago.

The spokesman of Unifil, the 
UN Interim Force in Lebanon, 
Timor Goksel, said UN forces 
were carrying out a major search 
for the officer, who he said went . 
missing on the main road just 
south of Tyre. 

“Most of Unifil is involved in 
the search, including helicopters, 
and we are getting substantial 
help from Amal,” he told 
Reuters by telephone. 

He said the Untso observer 
was travelling on the coastal road 
from Tyre to Unifil headquarters 


at Naqoura and disappeared 
near the Rashidiyeh Palestinian 
refugee camp. 

There was no indication so far 
of who. had taken him, Goksel 
added.

Security sources said the gun- 
men had used a Volvo car- in the 
abduction, but then switched to a 
Mercedes. * 

Amal militia sources said the 
militia, which controls that 
stretch of road, quickly set up 
road blocks. 

Two Scandinavian UN relief 
workers were kidnapped in the 
Sidon area just to the north of 
Tyre on Feb 5 and efforts are still 
underway for their release. 

A hand-written statement- 
delivered to an international 
news agency in Beirut today 
accused the two, Jan Stening, 44, 
of Sweden, and Norwegian 
Wfitiaim Joergensen, 57, of being 
involved with the intelligence 
service of a foreign country. 


GCC-lranian deputy foreign

NICOSIA, Feb 17, 0

Minister Ali Mohammad Besh- 
arati was quoted by Tehran 
Radio as saying Tehran looked 
forward to a joint meeting with 
the GCC to improve its ties with 
the Gulf Arab states. 

In an interview monitored by 
the BBC, Besharati said this, 
could lead to the withdrawal of 
US and western forces from, the 
region. 

“We from the start had exten- 
ded a hand of friendship towards 
them, and will extend it in the 
future. We have nothing against 
them. We wish to improve our 
relations with them," Besharati 
said of the Gulf states. 

Besharati said Iran and the 
GCC would arrange a meeting of 
their deputy foreign ministers to 
prepare for a gathering of their 
foreign ministers.

'sunk, killing four of seven people 
aboard. 

US Navy officials have said 
the Gulfis virtually free of mines 
and have considered reducing 
the American minesweeping 
force in the vital waterway.

Bahrain-Qatar

DOHA, Feb 17, (Reuter): 
Bahrain and Qatar have taken 
steps to submit their dispute over 
a cluster of Gulf islands to the 
International Court of Justice in 
the Hague, the Amir of Qatar 
was quoted as saying today. 

Saudi Arabia last December 
said the two sides had agreed to 
take the dispute to the Hague and 
the Amir, Sheikh Khalifa Bin 
Hamad AI Thani, said that Qatar 
and Bahrain were committed to 
Riyadh’s proposal and would 
abide by the court's decision. 

Doha and Bahrain “took 
actual legal measures" to submit 
the issue to the International 
Court, the Amir told the Leban- 
ese magazine Al Hawadeth in an 
interview to be published today 
and carried by the official Qatar 
news agency. 

The long-standing dispute 
erupted in April 26, 1986 when 
Qatari forces detained 29 people 
building a radar station on the 
disputed Fasht Ad-Dibal reef, 
but released them 17 days later 
after Saudi Arabia intervened. 

The kingdom has been mediat- 
ing between the two states to end 
the dispute and last month hos- 
ted a meeting between the foreign 
ministers of .Qatar and Bahrain 
to discuss the issue. ■ 

Sheikh Khalifa said submit- 


ting the dispute to the Inter- 
national Court was “the best 


way'' to resolve the issue which

One Palestinian

OCCUPIED Jerusalem, Feb 17, 
(Reuter): Israeli troops shot dead 
one Palestinian and wounded six 


during riots today, as unrest 
spread again through the 


occupied territories. 

As the toll of Palestinian lives 
since Dec9 reached 57 deaths, the 
Norwegian Ambassador to 
Israel said be regretted compar- 
ing Israeli actions to those of 
Nazi soldiers in occupied Nor- 
way during World War Two, 

The latest fatality happened 


after troops opened fire in the 
eofShu 


vill age of Shuyukh. near Hebron, 
a military spokesman said. The 
dead man was identified as 19- 
year-old Ismail Hussein 
Muhammad Halaykah. 

Fired 

The spokesman said a group of 
1 50 youths attacked soldiers who 
were trying to dear stones from a 
road with a bulldozer. The sol- 
diers fired at the rioters’ legs, he 
said. ' 

But a doctor at Jerusalem’s 
Makassed Hospital said the dead 
man was killed by a bullet m his 
lung, and two other people 
underwent operations For gun- 
shot wounds in the mouth and 
abdomen. The other casualties 


were hospitalised in Hebron. 

An officer at the scene said 


trouble started early, this morn- 
ing when the Army imposed a 
curfew on the village of Sa’ir, 


arresting 15 "inciters”. Five 
women were wounded while try- 
ing to stop soldiers from making 
the arrests, he said. 

The officer said other villagers 
went to nearby Shuyukh to warn 
residents the Army was on its 
way. By the time the soldiers 
arrived, a crowd had gathered. 
They hurled rocks at the soldiers, 
forcing tbeftvto open fire in self- 
- defence. . . 

A JocaT Palestinian, Ali She- 
hadeh Halaykah, told a different 
story. He said the young men 
arrested in Sa’ir escaped and fled 
to Shuyukh. The Array burst in to 
houses looking for them while a 
crowd gathered on the street and 
dashed with soldiers. 

Later, as relatives waited anx- 
iously outside the Alia Hospital 
in Hebron, youths pelted an 
Array jeep with stones and the 
soldiers replied with tear gas, an 
eyewitness said. 

In another disturbance at the 
Shuafat refugee camp north of 
Jerusalem, troops fired rubber 
bullets at residents wounding a 
10-year-old child in the kidneys, 
military sources said. 

The Army also reported dis- 
turbances but do casualties in 
Gaza where youths threw rocks 
at Army patrols. 

In Jerusalem, the Foreign

Consultant Thomas Brogan 
said the male specimens were 
used to check the accuracy of the 
tests and after less than a dozen 
.showed positive, they realised 
that the batch of kits was faulty. 

Rapid calls were made to 
family doctors who bad sent gen- 
uine specimens telling them their 
patients would have to be tested 
again. 

In Britain there has been a 
boom in the manufacture of 
pregnancy testing kits since they 
came on the market bore .

Fire damages US 
embassy in Moscow 


MOSCOW, Feb 17, (Reuter): 
Fire damaged the fifth floor of 
the US embassy in Moscow 
today and ISO staff and visitors 
were evacuated while Soviet 
firemen put out the blaze, an 
embassy spokesman said . 

There were no casualties, and 
the office area of the building was 
not damaged, embassy spokes- 
man Richard Gilbert said. The 
cause of the fire was under inves- 
tigation. 

The blaze began at 2:45 p.m. in 
a former residential area of the 
old embassy complex, Gilbert 
told reporters outside the build- 
ing on Moscow's inner ring road. 

“Fire alarms were sounded. 
The staff locked up their papers 
and evacuated the building,” he 
said. 

However, some embassy 
employees could be seen stand- 
ing on the snow-covered 
pavement outside the nine- 
storey building with files of 
papers under their arms.

back window across an inner 
courtyard. 

"The 1 cause may have been 
construction materials, but the 
cause has not been determined." 
Gilbert said. 

He said the fire was pul out 
after about 45 minutes by some 
20 Soviet firemen assisted by US 
marines assigned to guard the 
embassy. But smoke continued 


iiaiug from u bdt-k m mdow of the 
embassy for some time after- 
wards. 

Several red Moscow fire 
trucks rushed to the scene, but 
eyewitnesses said there appeared 
to be a delay after their arrival as 
clearance was sough l f rom senior 
diplomats for firemen to enter 
the building. 

Gilbert said that for security 
reasons, the firemen had to be 
escorted inside. 

“The firemen were escorted at 
all times by US employees. They 
were not allowed to go around 
unescorted," Gilbert said. 

. The damage was limited to a 
small area of the fifth floor of the 
building. Gilbert said. US 
embassy officials have their 
offices on the sixth to ninth 
floors. 

Visit 

Asked whether the blaze 
would affect a visit to Moscow 
next week by US Secretary of 
Stale George Shultz. Gilbert 
said: “I certainly hope not.” 

Shultz is due in Moscow on 
Sunday for talks with Soviet 
Foreign Minister Eduard 
Shevardnadze on preparations 
for a Soviet-US summit in Mos- 
cow between Kremlin chief Mik- 
hail Gorbachev and President 
Reagan.

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Vice-president bounces back as Republican front-runner 

Bush trounces Dole 
in New Hampshire 


MANCHESTER, New Hamp- 
shire, Feb 17, (Reuter): Vice- 
President George Bush has 
bounced back as the Republican 
Party's front-runner to succeed 
Presiden t Reagan by overturning 
the opinion polls and trouncing 
his arch-rival Senator Robert 
Dole in the New Hampshire 
primary election. 

His embattled campaign to 
secure the party's presidential 
nomination surged back to life 
and he proclaimed jubilantly: 
“Reports of my death have been 
greatly exaggerated." 

The often-mocked Bush res- 
cued his bid for the White House 
nomination by beating Robert 
Dole by about 38 to 29 per cen t in 
official returns of the New Ham- 
pshire primary last night. 

With the campaign about to 
head into the conservative south, 
where 12 seats will select 
presidential nominating conven- 
tion delegates in the 20-state 
“super Tuesday" primaries on 
March 8, Bush's recovery came 
in the nick of time for him. 

On the Democratic side, Mas- 
sachusetts Governor Michael 
Dukakis easily won the first 
primary election of the 1988 
presidential campaign. 

Attention 

Missouri representative 
Richard Gephardt, the winner in 
last week's Iowa caucuses, was 
second and Illinois Senator Paul 
Simon was third. 

But it was the Republicans' 
race to select their candidate to 
succeed President Reagan that 
commanded most of the atten- 
tion, with opinion polls and pun- 


dits predicting on election eve 
that Bush was on the ropes aftera 
weak third-place finish in Iowa. 

Even a narrow victory by 
Dole, the Senate Republican 
leader who triumphed in Iowa, 
might have crippled the vice- 
president's chances of becoming 
President 

Bush fooled the experts, and 
triggered an angry reaction from 
the Kansas Senator. 

During a live NBC television 
interview of Bush and Dole, who 
were at separate locations but 
appearing simultaneously. Dole, 
was asked if he had anything to 
say to his rival 

“Yes”, he snapped, "stop lying 
about my record." 

Dole claimed he had lost 
because of false claims in Bush 
television advertisements that he 
would increase taxes. 

Analysts attributed Bush's 
comeback victory in part to his 
spirited last-minute campaign 
efforts and his closeness to 
Reagan, who is very popular, in 
the Conservative state of New 
Hampshire. 

Impact 

Controversy over the vice- 
president’s role in the Iran arms 
scandal did not appear to have a 
major impact. 

But opinion polls of voters 
taken by the television networks 
found many voters still rate Bush 
poorly as a leader. 

He has been dogged by an 
image as a weak-kneed “wimp” 
who seemed Lo many indecisive 
and lacking in political vision. 

That was not the image he 
projected as he addressed cheer- 


ing supporters after yesterday's 
victory. 

The man who had been beg- 
ging New Hampshire voters to 
accept him “waits and all" reli- 
shed the moment with an oft- 
quoted line from 19th century 
satirist Mark Twain. 

"Reports of my death have 
been greatly exaggerated," Bush 
said. “Thank you. New Hamp- 
shire." 

Former television evangelist 
Pat Robertson, who shocked 
Bush by finishing second in Iowa, 
was fifth and last In the 
Republican New Hampshire 
contest at about 10 per cent sup- 
port.

Israeli agents ‘killed’ honeymooning bride 


LOS ANGELES, Feb 1 7, (UPI): 
A coroner's report said a hon- 
eymooning bride who plunged to 
her death from a luxury liner 
drowned when she was choked 
and thrown overboard, but the 
woman's husband now says she 
was slain by Israeli agents. 

Scott Roston, 36, arrested in 
the death of his bride, Karen, 
initially told investigators that 
strong winds blew his wife off the 
cruise ship as she was jogging on 
a track on the deck. 

But hours after the autopsy 
findings were disclosed yester- 
day,. Roston’s lawyer read a

The body of Karen Roston, 
26, was found on Saturday float- 
ing in the ocean about 30 miles 
southwest of San Diego, after 
falling from the luxury liner Star 
Dancer almost 1 0 hours earlier.

SUNNYVALE. California. Feb 
1 7. (UPI): A gunman fired from u 
silicon valley computer compa n > 
for sexual harassment went on a 
shooting spree at the business 
yesterday, killing seven people 
and wounding five, including a 
woman who had spurned his 
advances, police said. 

The gunman, identified as for- 
mer employee Richard Farley. 
40, surrendered more than five 
hours after he walked into ESL 
Inc. and opened fire. 

Sunnyvale police patrol com- 
mander Alex Michaelis said late 
yesterday one body was found 
outside the building and six were 
discovered during a room-by- 
room search. The two women 
and five men were shot lo death. 
Two of the victims were found in 
the stairwell, one downstairs and 
three upstairs. 

Situation 

“The gunshots were all at the 
beginning of the situation." 
Michaelis said. 

Farley was armed with two 
handguns, a shotgun and high- 
powered rifle and had two ban- 
doleers of ammunition strapped 
across his chest when he walked 
into the building yesterday after- 
noon. 

After the shootings he holed 
up on the second door of the ESL 
building with hostages and 
workers who had locked them- 
selves in their offices. 

Hostage negotiator Ruben 
Grijalva, who talked to Farley 
for four hours, said that the gun- 
man had cried on the telephone. 

Farley told Grijalva he went 
into ESL intending to “blow the 
place up," destroying equipment 
but not harming any of the 
employees, but the situation got 
out of hand. Farley told the 
negotiator he did not know how 
many people he had shot. 

Sandwich 

When Grijalva mentioned 
food, Farley said he was hungry. 
He surrendered after police 
offered him sandwich and soft 
drink, the negotiator said. 

Five ESL employees wounded 
in the shooting were taken from 
the building by police and were 
sent to area hospitals. 

Among the wounded was 
Laura Black, 26, a woman who 
had obtained a court order to 
keep Farley away from her and j 
apparently was a primary target !

Hekmatyar fears rebel-lslamabad conflict 


DHAKA, Febl 7, (Reuter): Tens 
of thousands of. opposition 
workers cheered and dapped 
today as their leaders called a 36- 
hour general strike to disrupt 
Bangladesh’s parliamentary 
elections on March 3. 

The strike call was issued at 
separate rallies in Dhaka by 
leaders of three opposition 
alliances embracing 21 political 
parties as part of a campaign 
begun in November to force 
President Hossain Mohammad 
Ershad to resign. 

Hundreds of riot policemen 
watched from a distance as the 
leaders said the nationwide strike 
would begin at 6am (0000 GMT) 
on March 2. 

Police did not try to stop the 
rallies but they arrested senior 
Awami League leader Abdul 
Man nan as he led a march after- 
wards. 

Protest 

They also announced plans for 
a week ofprotest from next Mon- 
day toorganise a mass boycott of 
the parliamentary polls which 
Ershad called alter he dissolved 


pariiament in December. 

Opposition leaders have 
demanded Ershad hand over 


but he has refused to resign under 
pressure. 

On Monday Ershad said he 
would deploy the Army to help 
nearly IQO.000 paramilitary 
police and auxiliary forces, 
ensure an orderly vote despite 
opposition threats. 

Duty 

Addressing a rally, Ban- 
gladesh Nationalist Parly chair- 
man Begum Khaleda Zia called 
on the Army “not to confront 
people trying to resist a farcical 
election.” 

Awami League chief Sheikh 
Hasina, the other main opposi- 
tion leader, urged officials, tea- 
chers and others not to act as 
polling officers during the con- 
troversial elections. 

“This is your duty to rise 
against the autocratic ruler and 
help people struggling to establ- 
ish a flawless democracy. The 
days of dinging to power by 
force are gone,” she said. 


ISLAMABAD, Feb 17, (Reu- 
ter): A radical Afghan rebel 
leader said today it would be an 
“historic blunder” for Pakistan 
to sign a UN-sponsored peace 
accord at Geneva.

Khaddafi has nose surgery 


LONDON, Feb 17, (AP): 
Libyan leader Col. Moammar 
Khaddafi has undergone suc- 
cessful surgery on his nose, 
Libyan- Television said Tues- 
day. 

The television, monitored in 
London, said Khaddafi had the 
surgery Monday at Ibn A1 
Nafis Hospital in the Libyan 
capital of Tripoli. 

He left the hospital last night 
“in an excellent state and in 


good health,” the report said. 

It said doctors in the hosp- 
ital’s ear. nose and throat sec- 
tion carried out “a successful 
operation” on Khaddafi’s 
nasal passages, but gave no fur- 
ther details. 

The television showed Khad- 
dafi sitting in a hospital chair, 
and' wearing a mask. He was 
shown talking to doctors, then 
shaking hands with them, and 
walking out of the ward. 


PARIS, Feb 17, (Reuter): Iran 
has cold-shouldered appeals for 
the release of three Frenchmen 
held hostage in Lebanon, telling 
Paris to restore relations with 
Tehran before it can expect any 
help. 

The blunt condition was set by 
Iranian Deputy Prime Minister 
Ali Reza Moayaeri in an 
interview with French television 
last night marking the 1,000th 
day in captivity for French jour- 
nalist Jean-Pa ul Ka uffmanw. 

Two French diplomats have 
also been held since March 1985. 

. Moayeri said that until France 
restored relations broken off last 
July, “no move in favour of the 
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hostages be made.” 

Prime Minister Jacques 
Chirac, after listening to Iran’s 
virtual acknowledgement that it 
held a key to the hostages’ future, 
responded that France could 
only restore this once the three 
were home safe. 

Interrogation 
Chirac’s prompt rejection 
came in a tense interview on the 
Antenna-2 network, watched by 
Kauffinann's parents in a link- 
up with the family’s Brittany 
livingroom, where photographs 
of their son topped the fireplace. 

Chirac said he sympathised 
with the family but begged them 
to understand that negotiations 


for the release of the hostages 
required secrecy. 

Paris severed ties with Tehran 
last summer after the Iranian 
Embassy refused to let a French 
judge interrogate an Iranian sus- 
pected of complicity in a wave of 
Paris bombings in 1986. 

Police besieged each other's 
legation for months until two 
French hostages held by pro- 
Iranian Shi'ites in Lebanon were 
released in November. 

The crisis quickly ended and 
France later ordered a crackd- 
own on exile Iranian dissidents, 
in what critics said was dearly a 
deal with the government of 
Ayatollah Khomeini. 


Sudanese rebels 
block food aid 


KHARTOUM, Feb 17, (AP): 
Prime Minister Sadek El Mahdi 
has accused southern rebels of 
“food terrorism,” saying that 
they refused to give safe conduct 
to a non-governmental organisa- 
tion offering relief for starving 
Sudanese in the south. 

Answering questions in the 
Constituent Assembly, the 
national parliament, El Mahdi 
said the rebel Sudan People's 
Liberation Army had insisted 
that the relief aid be distributed 


wanted to use the -aid “fair 
political reasons” and distribute 
it among rebel supporters only. 

El Mahdi accused theSPLAof 
being a terrorist organisation, 
and said it was using food as a 
weapon against the southern 
population. 

The Prime Minister said that 
the Council ofMercy, a Sudanese 
non-governmental organisation, 
had been denied safe conduct by 
IheSPLA. 

Starvation 

But the council’s chairman, 
Pacifico Lodo Lolerk, implicitly 
denied this. He said that his talks 
with the rebels in Ethiopia bad 
not failed and that be would be 
going back to resume negotia- 
tions. 

El Mahdi denied charges by 
parliamentarian Angelo Guang 
that 24 persons had starved to 
death in the southern Upper Nile 
province. But the Prime Minister 


said be could not rule out the 
possibility of people dying of 
starvation in rebel-controlled 
areas. 

The SPLA, which took up 
arms against the government in 
1 983, claims to control at least 90 
per cent of the countryside in the 
south. It says the government 
continues to control the cities in 
the three southern provinces of 
Upper Nile, Bahr El-Chazal and 
Equatoria.

their fields and livestock and 
gather around the cities where 
they become completely depen- 
dent on food relief. 

El Mahdi accused theSPLA of 
fomenting religious-ethnic dis- 
cord which he predicted could 
only lead to disastrous con- 
sequences. 

The southerners, mainly Chr- 
istian and animist, are a minority 
compared to the northern 
Muslim majority which domin- 
ates the Khartoum government. 
The SPLA, whose estimated 
30,000 fighters are mostly south- 
erners, rebelled to demand 
greater autonomy and adminis- 
trative and economic reforms in 
the south. 

The SPLA has accused the 
government of using civilian 
planes and relief operations to 
ferry reinforcements to its troops 
in the south. 


Thailand and Laos 
agree to ceasefire 


BANGKOK, Feb 17, (Reuter): 
Thailand and Laos signed a 
ceasefire pact today to end six 
months of bitter fighting over a 
small section of their border, a 
top Laotian official said. 

Laotian Chief of Staff General 
Sisavat Keobounphan told 
reporters after signing the 
agreement with Thai military 
commander General Chavalit 
Yongchaiyudh that forces vying 
for disputed hills would ceasefire 
immediately. , 

He said their troops would fiull 
back to a distance of three km 
(two miles) from the Thais after a 
joint military committee had 
been formed to police the 
ceasefire. 

Remote 

Clashes over remote border 
hills about 400 km (240 miles) 
.north of Bangkok had flared in 
recent weeks to the worst 
violence in modern Thai-Lao 
relations. 

Unofficial Thai reports said 
300 Thai soldiers and 400 


Laotians were killed in ground 
combat, artillery exchanges and 
air strikes by Thai jets since the 
fighting erupted last August. 

Thai officers said there had 
been no fighting in the area since 
Sisavat arrived at Thai Air Force 
headquarters yesterday for his 
two days of talks with Chavalit. 

Immediately after signing the 
pact Chavalit escorted Sisavat to 
an awaiting Laotian aircraft 
which took off immediately for 
Vientiane. 

17 killed in Lebanon 

BEIRUT, Feb 1 7, (AP): Iranian- 
backed Shiite Muslim comman- 
dos and pro-Israeli militiamen 
fought a six-hour battle in South 
Lebanon today. Police said 17 
fighters were killed and four 
wounded. 

A police spokesman said the 
two sides used rockets, mortars, 
and automatic rifles in the dash 
south of the Christian town of 
Jezzine, 10 miles (17 kilometres) 
east of the port city of Sidon.

Blast kills 12 in Burma 


RANGOON, Feb 17, (UPI): A 
bomb ripped through a school 
auditorium in northern Burma as 
students performed a variety 
show before a crowded audience, 
killing 1 1 students and a farmer 
and injuring 133 people, reports 
reaching the capital said Wed- 
nesday. 

The official Burma news 
agency NAB said the Kachin 
Independence Army, an ethnic 
Kachin rebel group, was respon- 
sible for the blast Friday in the 
town of Momauk in the Kachin 
state in northern Burma. 

Festival 

NAB said the students were 
performing in a variety show in 
the town's state high school when 
the bomb went off beneath a row 
of seats about 20 feet (6 m) in 
front of the stage. 


The blast killed four teenage 
girls and a boy. Five more girls, a 
boy and a farmer died later at 
hospital, the news agency said. 

NAB said 133 other people 
were injured in the explosion. 

The performance at the high 
school was being staged as pan of 
the Feb 1 2 Union Day anniver- 
sary, Burma’s most important 
poUlical festival. 

Celebration is aimed at 
promoting unity among the 
country's diverse ethnic groups, 
including the majority Burmese, 
the Kachins, Karens, Shans.

Hell camp 
opens first 
class in US 

MALIBU, California, Feb 17, 
(UP!): Kanrisha Yosei

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Kuwaiti children lack 
proper parenting 


“THE Absence of Motherhood" 
was the title of a symposium held 
as jjart of the Second 
Educational Week organised by 
Kuwait University's educational 
psychology Department. As the 
title suggests the symposium 
dealt with the effects of the 
“absent mother" on a child's 
health and psychological 
development and the impact 
servants have on children. 

Dr Ahmad Abdullah, a 
professor at the education 
faculty of Kuwait University, 
speaking at the symposium, said 
there was no legitimate reason to 
deprive chi Idren of proper paren - 
tal attention. It was emphasised 
throughout the symposium that 
Kuwait's society is seriously 
threatened by the absence of 
proper parenting, which has 
resulted from the misuse of 
servants in Kuwaiti homes.

They are given this 
responsibility, she said, ra spite 
of the fact that they may be una- 
ble to even speak Arabic and 
could possibly misunderstand 
instructions regarding medica- 
tion which should be given the 
sick child. 

Breastfeed 

A shocking statistic, based on 
a study conducted in 1 986, shows 
that 560 deaths among children 
under four years of age were the 
result of negligence on the part of 
mothers. 

Breastfeeding, almost 
unheard of in Kuwait now, was 
stressed as an important factor in 
creating a bond between mother 
and child. Dr Al Dosouki said 
the number of mothers breast- 
feeding their children had drop- 
ped from 90 percent in 1979 to 20 
percent in 1985. 


She said that in addition to the 
psychological factors influenced 
by the absence of breastfeeding, 
health factors are also affected, 
both for the mother and the 
c hild . For example, children who 
are not breastfed do not develop 
immunity to many common dis- 
eases, she said, adding that moth- 
ers who breastfeed their children 
are less likely to develop breast 
cancer. 

Dr Al Dosouki said that moth- 
ers who allow their children to be 
fed by maids are subject! ng them 
to several diseases, especially 
diarrhoea. Maids are apt to make 
mistakes in mixing formulas, she 
added, and to feed the child at 
irregular intervals. 

Dr Ibrahim Al Khalifl, from 
Kuwait University, said the 

E roblem of maids caring for 
.uwaiti children has become 
common family conversation. 
He emphasised that maids are 
brought to Kuwait fora purpose, 
which did not include the respon- 
sibility of raising our children.

Jordan pressing for 
peace conference 

JORDAN, capitalising on the US renewed interest in Middle East 
peace, is pressing tor full pavers to be given to a proposed 
international peace conference to resolve the Arab-feraeli conflict, 
a United Arab Emirates newspaper reported yesterday. 

The Abu Dhobi-based Al Ittihad newspaper quoted Arab 
diplomats in Amman as saying Jordan considered Washington's 
new ideas for peace in the Middle East as "very advanced" 
compared with President Reagan's initiative of Sept 1 982. 

However, the paper said Amman was lobbying for mandatory 
powers to be accorded to the regional committees that would 
emanate from the conference. 

The purpose is to come out with realistic and acceptable 
solutions to the complex crisis^ the paper quoted the diplomats as 
saying. 

It said approval of the formula was being sought by Jordan 
through talks conducted earlier this week by Jordanian Prime 
Minister Zeid Al Rifoi in Egypt and Syria. 11 said Rttai was expected io 
visit Iraq and Saudi Arabia in addition to other Arab countries 
before presenting the formula to US Secretary of Stale George 
Shultz, who is due in the region next week. 

Ai Ittihad quoted the sources as saying Jordan's King Hussein 
has already received the support of certain European countries 
during hts recent tour.

PLO a major force 
at United Nations 


By Candice Hughes 

UNITED NATIONS: The 

PLO’s observer mission to the 
United Nations is made up of 
only five people, but it has wiel- 
ded a lot of influence at the world 
body since it opened in 1975. 

A dramatic speech by PLO 
leader Yasser Arafat to the Gen- 
eral Assembly in 1974 led to the 
opening of the mission , w hich the 
United States now is planning to 
dose. 

The Palestine Liberation 
Organisation is mustering its 
support at the United Nations to 
fight the decision, and says it 
expects to win. 

If it doesn'L the PLO and its 
Arab allies say they will try to 
move the General Assembly to 
Geneva or some other dty where 
the Palestinian group would be 
welcome. 

“If the PLO mission is 
incapacitated ... then the UN 
assembly should have another 
venue," Arab League spokes- 
man Clovis Maksoud told repor- 
ters in Washington Wednesday. 

Forefront . 

The PLO mission is made up of 
three political officers and two 
secretaries headquartered in a 
four-storey Manhattan town- 
house. 

Zehhi Terzi, a dapper, softs- 
poken diplomat who sports a 
grey goalee, has headed the mis- 
sion since it opened. Terzi and his 
daughter live there. 

Terzi has kept the Palestinian 
issue at the Forefront in the 
United Nations. 

The General Assembly, which 
regards the PLO as the sole 
legitimate representative of the 
Palestinian people, usually 
devotes a full week of its 12-week 
session to the issue. 

Since Tern's arrival, the 
assembly has set up the Commit- 
tee on-the Exercise of the Inalien- 
able Rights of Palestinian People 
and the special committee lo 
investigate Israeli practices in the 
occupied territories. 

The latter committee regularly 
accuses Israel of violating the 
human rights of Palestinians in 
the West Bank, the Gaza Strip 
and occupied Jerusalem, Terri's 
birthplace. 

The secretariat, the huge UN 
bureaucracy, has a special dive- 


rsion for Palestinian issues and 
the Department of Public Infor- 
mation has a special Palestinian 
unit. 

The Security Council frequen- 
tly convenes at PLO’s behest to 
consider resolutions hostile to 
Israel. 

The PLO is a member of the 
movement of nations professing 
non-alignment with the United 
States and the Soviet Union, a 
100-member bloc in the 139- 
nation General Assembly. The 
PLO also belongs to the Arab 
League and the Islamic Con- 
ference. 

As an observer, the PLO has 
no vote in the assembly. But it 
never lacks allies to sponsor 
resolutions, demand Security 
Council meetings or serve as its 
proxy in diplomatic battle with 
the United States or IsraeL 

The United States does not 
accord diplomatic immunity to 
Terri and his colleagues and res- 
tricts them to a 25-mile (40 
kilometre) radius of the mission. 
Last year, the United States 
dosed down the only other PLO 
facility in the nation, an informa- 
tion office in Washington. 

Trying to dose the PLO mis- 
sion has earned the United States 
the ire of other members of the 
world body. 

“I believe that any attempt to 
expel the PLO will be opposed by 
the membership of the United 
Nations," Cypriot ambassador 
Constantine Moushoutas, chair- 
man of the Committee on Rela- 
tions with the Host Country, said 
Wednesday. 

Vote 

It could also engender Arab ill 
will that could hamper Washing- 
ton's attempt to launch a new 
Middle East peace initiative, 
diplomats said. 

When Congress passed the law 
calling for the closure, the assem- 
bly voted 145-1 for a resolution 
calling for the United States to 
leave the PLO alone. Israel cast 
the only negative vote. 

The United States did not take 
part in the voting. 

Nassar AI Kidwa, one of Ter- 
ri's two deputies, seemed 
optimistic that the PLO would 
win its battle to keep the mission 
open. 

“The game is not over yet." he 
said. 


Missing male baby 
starts row in India

NEW DELHI, (AP): When hos- 
pital maternity workers presen- 
ted Raj Bala Chauhan with a. 
baby girt, she protested that she 
gave birth to a boy, and said it 
was stolen and sold by “callous 
and greedy staff members." 

“I will not leave the hospital 
until my baby is returned to me," 
the 20-year-old mother said 
Thursday, a day after exhuma- 
tion of an infant’s body finally 
put to rest the hospital’s earlier 
theory that her male child died 
soon afterbirth. 

Mrs Chauhan 's nearly month- 
long protest led to controversy 
over maternity wards in the 
Indian capital. One newspaper 
reported that an organised 
“baby racket" was stealing and 
selling favoured male infants in 
the city's hospitals. 

Hospital officials deny this, 
but some other authorities say 
there is evidence to support iL 
Mrs Chauhan agrees. 

“I think my son has been 
sold," she said in an interview. "I 
fed my child three days and how 
can they give me a girl baby?" 

New Delhi's largesL news- 
paper, the Hindustan Times, 
reported that baby boys 
regularly disappeared from Saf- 
darjung Hospital — where Mrs 
Chauhan ’s son was born — and 
other city hospitals. 

The paper alleged they are 
stolen and sold to childless cou- 
ples by ihe staff. Many of them 
are illegitimate and often unwan- 
ted by their own parents, the 
paper said. Others are recovered 

from ihesireeisandaresupposed 
to be turned over to adoption 
agencies. 

Prestige 

Sons in India's male-domin- 
ated society enjoy greater pres- 
tige. importance and economic 
power than women. A male child 
Is a potential wage earner in the 
eyes of parents, while a daughter 
is considered a liability because 
parents have to collect a dowry 
for her marriage. 

Mrs Chauhan says her child 
was bom prematurely Jan 1 3 and 


g ut in the incubator by the nurse. 

he then fed the baby on three 
different occasions before a girl 
i ofant was given to her to feed on 
Jan 30 and she protested. 

A police case was registered 
and a hospital inquiry launched, 
but no progress has yet been 
made. The distraught mother, 
meanwhile, has been on periodic, 
daylong hunger strikes to protest 
the “callousness and indif- 
ference" of hospital authorities. 

Doctors in charge of the 
maternity wards at the hospital, 
where nearly 12.000 deliveries 
take place annually, first tried to 
establish that Mrs Chauhan had 
in fact delivered a gjrL but hosp- 
ital records contradicted this. 

The body of an infant was 
exhumed Wednesday by police 
to find out if Mrs Chauhan's 
male child was mistakenly given 
to another couple and later died. 
But the body exhumed was 
female and apparently had no 
connection to tne case. 

Dr Krishna Singh, bead of the 
hospital's gynaecology depart- 
ment, admitted that “something 
has gone wrong but we don’t 
know where. The male baby has 
been exchanged." 

Security 

“But 1 don’t believe that 
babies are being sold. We have 
thousands of deliveries in the 
hospital and if this was happen- 
ing, it would have come to light," 
she said. 

She, however, said: “Security 
is a problem, and even at night 
you can walk into the hospital 
without being detected." 

Junior doctors on duty in the 
maternity wards also strongly 
denied that babies were sold and 
said all mothers were shown their 
babies shortly after delivery. 

But officials connected with 
voluntary adoption agencies say 
male babies are sometimes stolen 
and sold by junior staffers at hos- 
pitals. 

Laxmi Krishnan, head of 
Udayan. an adoption institu- 
tion, said: “We are aware that 
such a thing is happening, but it is 
difficult to give exact figures." 


Erroneous report 


SIR: This refers to an article 
entitled “Lee Kuan Yew proves 
analysts wrong" by Lucy 
Komisar published in Arab 
Times on Feb 6, 1988. This arti- 
cle is replete with factual errors. 

Firstly, Komisar writes “six 
young social activists sit in 
prison This is not true. In 
fact, among the group of Marx- 
ists detained in June 1987 only 
one is still in detention. Vincent 
Cheng has admitted that he was 
aMarxist setting up a commun- 
ist network, infiltrating organ- 
isations and religious bodies, 
building up pressures which 
could lead lo public disorder 
even “rioting, bloodshed and 
violence." 

Secondly, FComisar said that 
those detained were “mostly 
clergymen”. The truth is that 
none of the detainees is from the 
clergy. 

Thirdly, Komisar writes that 


□ed the “Far Eastern Economic 
Review" because it ran an 
interview with a priest who 
edited The Catholic News and 
fled the country in fear after 
these arrests. 

The facts are quite different 

In June 1987, the Prime Mini- 
ster met the Catholic Archbi- 
shop and a delegation of priests 
and some leaders to explain the 
arrest of 16 Marxist cons- 


pirators and some church 
workers, and to clarify the 
government was not acting 
against the church. 

The Review published an 
alleged account of this meeting 
obtained from Edgar D’ Souza, 
a priest who was not present at 
the meeting. 

When the government asked 
FEER if it bad checked the 
story with the Archbishop or 
the Prime Minister to substan- 
tiate those allegations, the 
Review denied any need to 
check its facts as it was report- 
ing D'Souza's statement. 

In other words, the Review 
claimed the right to publish 
anything — true, false or 
defamatory — as long as it 
could attribute it to a source. 

Because of partisan report- 
ing, the Singapore government 
reluctantly concluded that the 
Review had interfered in Sin- 
gapore’s politics. The govern- 
ment has not banned the 
Review but it has reduced its 
circulation from 9,000 to 500 
copies in order to cut. down 
revenue derived from sales and 
advertising in Singapore. The 
citizens and residents of Sin- 
gapore have not been forbidden 
from reading the Review or 
reproducing articles from iL 

Finally, contrary to Komis- 
ar's allegation, candidates for 
elections were not ordered to 


supply their tax returns for the 
past 12 years.

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Reagan legacy clouded 
on ethics in government

WASHINGTON. (Reuter): 
President Ronald Reagan says 
he hopes his administration will 
be remembered forils high moral 
standards. Many critics would 
demur. 

With the US attorney general 
under investigation, a former 
senior White House aide convic- 
ted for illegal lobbying and indic- 
tments in the Iran-Contra scan- 
dal expected soon, the adminis- 
tration's ethics are under a cloud 
of suspicion as Reagan enters his 
last months in power. 

More than 100 senior officials 
have been accused of unethical or 
illegal conduct since Reagan 
took office in 1981. 

Several, including former 
Labour Secretary Raymond 
Donovan, who was tried on 
fraud charges, and ex-Natioual 
Security Adviser Richard Allen, 
who was accused of taking illegal 
gifts, have been cleared of any 
wrongdoing. But the record still 
shocks many independent 
observers. 

“We are facing a crisis in eth- 
ical standards unmatched since 
the days of Watergate." Susan 
Manes of Common Cause, a 
non-partisan lobby for honesty 
in government, told Reuters. 

The New Y ork Times declared 
in a recent editorial: “President 
Reagan presides over one of the 
most corrupt administrations 
ever. Whether measured by the 
rank, or sheer numbers of 
officials who have come under 
ethical suspicion and criminal 
investigation, the amount of 
sleaze is awesome." 

Not everyone agrees. 

Honest 

Burton Yale Pines of the con- 
servative Heritage Foundation 
said: “The Reagan administra- 
tion has been very honest It's- 
very difficult lo get 2,000 
political appointees and to be 


able to vouch for the behaviour 
jofali of them." 

He said many allegations of 
misconduct have not stood up 
under investigation. Accusations 
alone are not proof of guilt 

What bothers critics is that 
Reagan has seemed nonchalant 
or oblivious to the suing of char- 
ges. Commenting recently on bis 
historical legacy, he told repor- 
ters: “I hope the imprint will be 
one of high morality." 

Democrat Mark Green, who 
heads the liberal Democracy 
Project think-tank in New York, 
said Reagan had to be joking. 

Independent counsel James 
McKay is investigating allega- 
tions that Attorney General 
Edwin Meese, the nation’s top 
law' enforcement official, knew 
of a plan by dose friend E. 
Robert Wallach. now under 
indictment for fraud, to pay off 
some Israelis as part of an Iraqi 
oil pipeline scheme. 

Investigation 

McKay has suspended an 
earlier investigation of Meese for 
his alleged role in an influence 
peddling scandal concerning the 
Wed tech Corporation. Inves- 
tigators say the probe could be 
revived if Wallach or his 
associates protfde evidence 
against Meese. 

Last week Lyn Nofziger. a 
long-time Reagan aide, was 
found guilty of illegally lobbying 
Meese on behalf of Wedtech. He 
was also convicted of lobbying 
White House staffers on behalf 
of aircraft manufacturer Fair- 
child Industries and a union that 
sought more civilian jobs on 
Navy ships. 

Nofziger, who is seeking to 
overturn his criminal conviction 
that carries a maximum six-year 
prison sentence, is the first per- 
son ever convicted of influence- 
peddling under the 1978 ethics in 
government law. The statute was 
adopted as part of the reforms 


stemming from the Watergate 
scandal. 

His case represented another 
embarrassment for the White 
House, already hit by the perjury 
conviction last December of for- 
mer deputy Chief of Staff 
Michael Deaver, a close friend of 
Reagan and his wife Nancy. 

Independent counsel 
Lawrence Walsh is probing pos- 
sible crimes in a White House 
plan, exposed in 1986. to divert 
profits from Iran anus sales to 
Nicaraguan Contra rebels in 
violation of a congressional ban 
on rebel aid. 

Earlier Reagan administra- 
tion misconduct cases included: 
• Ex-deputy Defence Secretary 
Paul Thayer, who resigned in 
1984 and later pleaded guilty to 
giving false testimony in an 
insider trading scheme and obs- 
tructing justice. 

•C. McCain Haddow, former 


top health and human services 
official, who pleaded guilty last 
autumn to illegally receiving 


555,000 from a foundation he set 
up while in government. 

9 Former Environmental 
Protection Administration 
(EPA) official Rita LaveUe, who 
was sentenced to six months in 
jail and fined SI 0,000 for lying 
about EPA activities. 

So many Reagan lieutenants 
have been convicted or have 
resigned under a cloud that some 
critics are comparing the a dmin , 
istration with others now

Duke University presidential 
scholar James Barber told 
Reuters the Reagan administra- 
tion looked especially bad 
because it, combined financial 
improprieties of the sort that 
plagued Grant and Harding with 
far more serious Iran-Contra 
abuses that evoked Watergate.

Hitler’s day in court

WASHINGTON, (UPI): Nearly 
50 ^ears ago, a failed Austrian 
artist sued a fledgling American 
newsman in a US court for publi- 
shing his book. The author was 
Adolph Hitler, the book was 
‘Mein Kampf,’ and the newsman 
was Alan Cranston. 

Hitler won the suit, went to 
war and ended his own life in a 
bunker in Beilin. Cranston lost 
die suit, quit journalism, went 
into politics and now, almost a 
half century later, is a 
Democratic senator from 
California. 

In the summer of 1934, the 
Stanford University junior 
visited Munich and found him- 


the Nazi domination of Europe. 

“As I picked it up, I knew it 
wasn’t the real book because it 
was much less weighty, it was 
much thinn er. It turned out it had 
been edited so that a good bit that 
Hitler wrote was left out,” 
including sections showing 
Hitler’s plans for the world. 

To get out the truth, Cranston 
said, he conspired with 
“myfrfend, Amster Spiro, who 
was a Hearst (newspaper) 
editor" to publish “an anti-Nazi 



recalled Cranston. «. ■/ 

.By 193$, Cranston had been a ■ 
foreign correspondent in Eth- 
iopia, Italy and Germany with 
the Internationa] News Sendee 
and had returned to-the United 
States, “intent upon getting into 
politics, if I could.” 

“I quit journalism," Cranston 
said in an interview, “because ... I 
was too concerned about events 
unfolding in the world with 
Hitler and Mussolini to spend my 
Hfe just recording such events. I’d 
rather be involved in the action. 

Display 

“Early in 1939,1 was in Macy’s 
book store in New York, and I 
saw a big display of ’Mein 
KampF for sale, the English-lan- 
guage version, which I had never 
seen. I'd read the German-lan- 
guage version." 

'Mein Kampf.’ German for 
‘My Struggle:’ was Hitler's ram- ' 
bting, rage-filled blueprint for 



version of Mem Kampf. Unkn- 
own to them, two other publi- 
shers were doing the same thing. 

“I wrote this, dictated it (from 
Hitler’s German text) in about 
eight days to a battery of 
secretaries in a loft in Manhat- 
tan,” recalled Cranston.

B’nai B’rithj, ” ana Benjamin i 
Epstein, later to direct the ADL 
for 30 years, soon was poking 
around the house, asking ques- 
tions. 

“I was shocked,” Epstein said, 
that Spiro, also Jewish, was 
involved in publicising Hitler. . 

Worked 

Then Epstein met Cranston. 
“Once I realised he was really on 
our side," he said, “I opened our 
files and we worked very dosely 
together" to produce the texL 
They also opened their own com- 
pany. Noram Publishing Co. 
Ixul, to market iL 

“We have slashed Hitler’s 
270,000 words to 70,000," 
declared their book’s forward, 
“but nothing important is omit- 
ted" the 32-page tabloid edition, 
copyrighted in 1939, was a 


“Reader’s Digest-like version 
(showing) the worst of Hitler," 

said Cranston, noting it con- 
tained illustrations and notes 
pointing out Hitler’s 
“propaganda and distortions." 

“It sold half a million copies in 
10 days,” at 10 cents apiece, 
Cranston laughed. 

Where Hitler's authorised 
American publisher, Houghton 
Mifflin Co., was “going to pay 
him a royalty and ... make money 
off the book,” at S3 apiece. Cran- 
ston’s book swore, “not 1 cent of 
royalty to Hi tier," and pledged 
all profits to refugees from 
Hitler’s reich. 

By January 1939, ’Mein 
Kampf was a best seller in Ger- 
many and had earned thepauper- 
turned-dictator, once rejected by 
Austrian art schools, about S3 
million. 

Sued 

But early that year, “the peo- 
ple. -^representing Hitler — in 
effect, because they had his 
copyright ... sued us because we 
were obviously undercutting 
their market," said Cranston. 
Hopghton Mifflin also sued 
another American bootlegger of 
'Mein Kampf Stackpole Sons 
Inc. 

Hitler was legally “stateless” 
— a man without a country — 
when he wrote 'Mem Kampf.' 

Stackpole Sons told a federal 
judge that because Hitler was 
“stateless” when he wrote his 
book, under US copyright law it 
was in the public domain and he 
had no copyrights to defend. 

The trials were among the 
oddest in American jurisp- 
rudence. Their arguments set 
precedents and provoked a spate 
of stories in newspapers, popular 
m a gazin es and legal journals. 


Someone shielded Waldheim

VIENNA, (Reuter): Kurt Wald- 
heim’s role in the fate of six Brit- 
ish commandos who were almost 
certainly-executed in 1944 could 
be a pointer to bow far the 
beleaguered Austrian President 
and one-time UN chief .was 
embroiled in war crimes. 

But documents which could 
have shown the exact extent of 
Waldheim's involvement have 
disappeared and, strangely, 
some political observers ask 
whether Britain and the United 
States destroyed them. 

The commandos were cap- 
tured on the Greek island of 
Alimnia on April 7, 1944 and 
transferred to Arsakli, near 
Salonika, where Waldheim was 
an intelligence officer. 

Shot 

After interrogation there, an 
international commission of his- 
torians concluded last week, they 
were handed over to be, shot 
under Adolf Hitler’s commando 
order of 1942. 

British historian and 
parliamentarian Robert Rhodes 
James said he believed evidence 
already presented made Wald- 
heim indictable for his activities 
in Hitler s Balkan Arrhy. 

But did Britain and the United 
States deliberately remove 
papers documenting even deeper 
involvement? 

Neal Ascherson, a respected 
commentator for the British 
weekly Hie Observer, wrote this 
Sunday: 

"(There' is) mounting cir- 
cumstantial evidence that 
somebody weeded the world’s 
archives for him after the war — 
in thematieroftheexccuted Brit- 
ish commandos, for instance." 

“(Waldheim) was a cog in the 


wheels, a chain in the developing 
actions which ended, in part, in 
war crimes,” British commission 
member Gerald Fleming said. 

The London Himes reported 
on Feb 5 that in 1978 — when 
Waldheim was secretary-general 
of the United Nations — the 
Foreign Office shredded more 
than 20 files on the case of Allan 
Tuckey, one of the six comman- 
dos m question. 

Strange 

And the commission report 
noted that the relevant “ Alimnia 
File” was returned to West Ger- 
many from the United States in 
I960 with the annotation: “Do 
not film this sheeL Interrogation 
reports removed because of 
security classification." 

Fleming says this was strange 
since the file — which could have 
contained information on a 
second interrogation of Tuckey 



Kurt Waldheim 

— went back neither “classified" 
nor “restricted." 

“The question arises whether 
these second interrogations 
which are missing were des- 
troyed by the Germans or taken 
out subsequently by someone 
else," he said.

DO hole! buffets bore you? Do 
you face those impressive dis- 
plays of mezzeh thinking, 
‘‘Stuff the vine leavesP? If you 
feel you can't look another 
boiled prawn in the eye (even 
with i(s thousand island dress- 
ing). it’s probably time you 

f ive your palate a holiday. 

ortunately in Kuwait you 
don't have to travel thousands, 
of m iles to try exotic cuisine, as 
there are so many e thni c res- 
taurants catering for the dif- 
ferent nationalities working in 
the country. Recently the num- 
ber of places serving Filipino 
food has increased. One of the 
longer established of these is 
the Far East Restaurant, 
located on the first floor of the 
Salhia Building — just offFahd 
AJ Salem Street and near the 
entrance to the Salhia Com- 
plex. 

It's easy to forget you are in 


Kuwait as you sit surrounded 
by Filipinos chattering away in 
Tagalog. Large pictures of 
scenes from the Philippines, 
cane and shell lampshades and 
bamboo-patterned curtains all 
. add to the authenticity of the 
atmosphere, pie Far East Res- 
taurant is simply furnished 
with wooden tables and chairs 
and the tableware is cheap and 
cheerful. Up-beat music play- 
ing gently in the background 
creates a light-hearted mood. 
Don't be dismayed when yon 
find that the menu is mainly in 
Tagalog, for the waiter, who 
has an excellent command of 
English, will patiently describe 
every dish for you, if you ask. In 
fact the service throughout the 
meal was excellent 

Range 

It would be quite possible to 
eat a simple, filling meal at the 
Far East for as little as KD3 per 
person, as the average price of 
dishes is KD1 .500. However, as 
we wan ted to try a wide range of 
items on the inenu, we ordered 
a much more lavish, and con- 
sequently more expensive, meal 
than you might have in mind; 
our total bill for a two-course 
lunch for two coming to 
KD 12.050, including fruit 
juices, water and coffee. The 
specialities of the house are, 
without a doubt, the excellent 
seafood and fish dishes, but the 


menu also offers a range of 
bccfj vegetable .and chicken 
preparations in addition to a 
selection of soups, rice and 
[hose tasty Filipino noodle dis- 
■ hes. For the unadventurous 
there is even some A merican 
fare. 

Of the dishes we ordered the 
Crabs in Spicy Sauce is to be 
highly recommended; .Eight 
halves of crabs had been 
cooked in a thick, hot piquant 
sauce with whole pepperco rns 
It’s certainly not the dish to eat 
in front of someone you’re try- 
ing to impress with, your soda] 
finesse, and fingerbowls are 
sadly lacking. The mud) milder 
Prawns in Coconut Sauce made 
the perfect contrast to the crab 
dish. Large, sweet jumbo 
prawns were served in a delicate 
sauce of coconut milk and fresh 
ginger with ajulienne of carrots 


green peppers. Chilli Beef 
was an odd misnomer fora very 
subtle dish of shredded beefin a 
gentle oyster-flavoured sauce. 
The mixed fried rice was a 
colourless, rather ordinary dish 
containing peas, egg and beef 
strips. 

Risk 

When adventuring in 
unfa m ilia r cuisine one runs the 

risk of ordering so mething tha t 

demands an acquired ta«ta 
This happened to us with the 


Pinaket na Hipon. A vegetable 
stew of aubergine, pumpkin 
okra, onion and Utter gourd 
cooked in a fish stock and 
decorated with a jumbo prawn, 
it had an extremely sour flavour 
which I found unpleasant. 

Filipino desserts, too, arenot 
for the uninitiated. The Mais 
con Yelo consisted of a tin of 
sweetcom poured with its brine 
into a panait glass mixed with 
milk and topped with tasteless 
crushed ice. The result was very 
salty. The Saging na Saba con 
Yelo was a sweeter version of 
the same dish using dried ban- 
ana pieces instead of sweet- 
corn. CofTee at the Far East 
consists of nescafe and creamer 
in sachets and the fresh orange 
juice we ordered was very 
diluted for 500 fils. The Far 
East Restaurant is well worth a 
visit for an informal lunch or 
dinner but 1 would recommend 
that you leave out the desserts 
and drinks for a "more econ- 
omical meaL

Turkey and 
Iran agree 
to boost trade 
relations 

ANKARA, Turkey, Feb 17. 
(AP): Foreign ministers Mesut 
Yilmaz of Turkey and AJiAkbar 
Velayadoflran yesterday discus- 
sed ways to improve bilateral 
trade relations, a T urkish official 

said. 

The volume of trade between 
the two countries has declined 
steadily over the past two years 
from $2.9 billion in 1985 to $1.4 
billion last year. 

The government official, who 
requested anonymity, said 
Velayati asked Turkey to fulfil its 
pledge to import $80 million 
worth of products other than oil. 
Last year, Turkey imported only 
$8 million worth of products 
other than oiL 

Interest 

Velayati also expressed 
interest in building a joint oil 
pipeline but there were still some 
financial problems to be worked 
out, the official added. He said 
the issue would be discussed 
again during Premier Turgut 
Ozal’s visit to Tehran on Feb 28. 

The proposed pipeline would 
carry crude from the Ahwaz oil 
fields in southwestern Iran to a 
Turkish terminal at Dortyol at 
the eastern tip of Turkey's 
Mediterranean coast. 

Ozal’s visit will follow a joint 
economic commission meeting 
between the two countries that is 
scheduled to begin in Tehran on 
Feb 24. 

Velayati expressed his coun- 
try's satisfaction with Turkey’s 
neutralpolicy in the Gulfwar, the 
official said.

TOKYO, Feb 17, (Reuter): 
Japanese companies should be 
able to survive another rise in the 
value of the yen thanks to the 
thorough re-structuring they 
have, undergone to handle the 
currency's rise in the past two 
years, economists say. 

The success with which 
Japan’s economy has adapted to 
the soaring yen in the past two 
years has demonstrated its stren- 
gth and apparently endless adap- 
tability. 

And economists here say that 
while the dollar-yen looks like 
stabilising around 130 yen for a 
while, the dollar is poised to con- 
tinue its gradual fall over the 
long-term due to persistently 
huge US trade deficits. 

Even if the yen does rise fur- 
ther, making Japan's exports 
increasingly expensive on world

Feb 17, (AP): Toyota 
Motor Corp., Japan's largest 
automaker, reported today that 
strong domestic sales boosted its 
unconsolidated net earnings in 
the second half of 1 987 by 4.5 per 
ceni from a year earlier to 79 
billion yen ($608 million). 

Total sales of vehicles rose by 

5.2 per cent to 2.3 trillion yen 
($17 billion) between July and 
December last year from a year 
earlier, said a Toyota official 
who spoke on condition ofanon- 
ymity.

Exports accounted for 42.5 per 
cent of the company’s car sales, 
down 4.2 percentage points from 
the previous year, to 985 billion 
yeh ($7.6 billion), he said. 
Exports to the United States fell 
by 1 1 per cent to 456,507 cars,

5.3 percent.to 186,000. cars, he_ 
said. ■ 


$4b in first half of 1987 

ABU DH ABI, Feb 1 7, (Opecna): The U AE oil exports during the 
first half of 1 987 reached $4.08 billion against 3.26 billion overt he 
same period a year earlier. According to a Central Bank bulletin 
here, gas exports increased in value to $0.68 billion against 0.59 
bODon over the same period, recording a 13.6 per cent increase. 
The report said the country’s non-oil exports rose by 44.7 per cent 
in value during the period, while re-exports went up to $1.49 
bUKoo from 1.03 billion a year earlier. Imports rose 6.6 per cent 
reaching $3^4 billion from 3.32 billion, the bank said, adding that 
indicators pointed to an improvement in the overall performance 
of the country’s economy. 

The country recorded a trade surplus of $2.72 bflliou over the 
same period, the report noted. 

Meanwhile. Oil Minister Mana Said A1 Oteiba said today that 
“I am convinced that $18 is a reasonable level of pricing for 
consumers and producers," he told a meeting of Japanese oil 
industry officials. 

“We are allowing our production to drop below tbe allocated 
qnota for ns. Whoever feels our oil is too expensive for him, can 
find cheaper oil elsewhere," be said. 

The market price of oil today was about $16 per barrel. 

Oteiba said he was determined to squash rumours the UAE 
would offer its customers a discount to tbe price agreed by tbe 
Organisation of Petroleum Exporting Countries (Opec). 

Indonesia to boost oil 
refining capacity 

JAKARTA, Feb 17, (Reuter): Indonesia's state-owned Per- 
tamina 03 Company announced today plans to build a $700 
million o3 refinery to supply oil products to Asia. Company 
president director Abdul Rachman Ramly told parliament tbe 
refinery would be a British-designed plant, with a capacity of 

100.000 barrels of refined products a day. Ramly said the plant 
would be buOt in East Java and produce products mainly for 
export. Industry sources said negotiations were taking place with 
British Petroleum, and financing would be from the British and 
Japanese sources. 

Industry sources said the refinery would swell tbe glut in world 
refining capacity and could hart South-East Asia’s refining 
centreof Singapore. “It’s being built with an eye to when oil prices 
recover, possibly in a few years," said one oil industry executive. 
So far Indonesia’s refining capacity has been mainly used to 
supply the domestic market. The new plant is part of a trend by 
members of the Organisation of Petroleum Exporting Countries 
(Opec) to expand export revenues by moving further into tbe 
refining end of the business. The sources said British Petroleum 
was discussing formation of a consortium with Japan’s Mitsui 
and Mitsubishi companies. 

Pertamina’s processing director Jopte Oekon told reporters 
that Pertamina had completed a feasibility study and construc- 
tion work would start soon. He did not elaborate. 

The project would be financed by export credits and other kinds 
of soft loans from Britain and Japan, as well as commercial 
credits. The foreign contractors would recover costs by selling 
shares of the oil, with Japan as the likeliest market, industry 
sources said. Indonesia's present total refining capacity is 

905.000 barrels a day, with an estimated actual thrupot of 
675,000barrri5 a day. • —

Sudan appeals 
for 40 years 
to pay foreign 
debt 

KHARTOUM. Feb 17. 
(Reuter): Sudan, crippled by 
drought and war. appealed today 
to be allowed 40 years to repay its 
foreign debts of about S!2 
billion. 

Finance Minister BeshirOmar 
told a news conference Sudan 
wanted foreign creditors to 
freeze interest rates at their 
current level and grant a grace 
period of 1 5 years followed by a 
25-year repayment schedule. ' 

He also said major Western 
aid donors had pledged $227.6 
million in balance-of-paymems 
support as a result of a meeting of 
a consultative group hosted by 
the World Bank in Paris last 
December. 

Donors 

He did not identify the donors 
but officials said they included 
Japan, the United Slates and 
several Western European coun- 
tries. 

He said the money would be 
used to meet a shortfall of $207 
million in the balance of 
payments in the second half of 
the financial yearending on June 
30. The rest would be spent on 
basic commodities such as 
petrol. 

The consultative group would 
meet again in Paris during the 
third week of May to discuss how 
Sudan could service its foreign 
debt and settle arrears of about 
$700 million to the International 
Monetary Fund (IMF)- 

Recovery 

He said the Paris meeting 
would also discuss the financing 
of projects in a four-year econ- 
omic recovery plan supported by 
the IMF and’World Bank. 

Sudan. Africa’s largest coun- 
try by area with a population of 
23 million people, devalued its 
currency by 44 per cent four- 
months ago and hiked petrol and 
sugar prices as part of an 
agreement with the IMF.

UK shares firm as dollar ends steady 


LONDON, Feb 17, (Reuter): 
London shares firmed and most 
European bourses ended higher 
today, but trading was light and 
investors seemed unwilling to put 
much money in any financial 
markets, dealers said. 

Thedollarheld steady, to close 
at 1.7060 West German marks 
and 130.25 yen. ft traded at 
$1.7485 to the pound sterling. 
Gold was fixed in London at 
$445.60 an ounce, up 60 cents. 

Investors 

London’s FTSE 100-share 
index rose 13.5 points to 1,748. 1 , 
but dealers said much of the gain 
was due to investors switching 
shares in their portfolios, with 
little new buying going on. 

Despite Tuesday’s news of a 
settlement in the Ford Motor Co 
strike which has shut down 


Britain's largest car-maker, 
many investors are worried 
about labourunrest, dealers said. 
Others are concerned that wage 
demands now will trigger infla- 
tion. 

Bids 

“Ford started the industrial 
unrest ball rolling about 10 years 
ago, and given the Tact that the 
unions appear to have won 
(now), it could well mean an 
escalation of unrest elsewhere.’’ 
one dealer said. 

He said some investors may be 
uncomfortably reminded of the 
“winter of discontent" in 1979, 
when a series of strikes swept 
Britain, and eventually helped 
bring down the government of 
Prime Minister James 
Callaghan. 

In Paris and Amsterdam, 


meanwhile, investors bet that 
more takeover bids were in the 
worjts and they snapped up 
shares of firms they thought are 
likely candidates.

S.Korea boosts 
fee on imported 
crude 

SEOUL, Feb 17, (Opecna): The 
South Korean government will 
as from today increase the fee on 
imported crude to S6.48 a barrel 
from the previous level of $4.66, 
according to an announcement 
by the Ministry of Energy and 
Resources. 

The government first levied 
fees on imported oil in 1979 to 
raise money for the petroleum 
business fund, set up to finance 
South Korean overseas oil ven- 
Lures. 

The fund has since enabled the 
Korean Oil Development Com- 
pany (Kodeco) to conduct oil 
exploration and development 
activities in the offshore west 
Madura field in Opec member 
Indonesia. 


NEW DELHI, Feb 17, (Kuna): 
Arab businessmen have expres- 
sed interest to invest in various 
industrial sectors, hotel industry, 
software and engineering, in 
India. 

A 13-member economic 
delegation, which included six 
traders and industrialists from 
Kuwai t held a series of talks with 
the Indian public and private sec- 
tor officials for exploring pos- 
sibilities of cooperation for set- 
ting up joint venture in third 
countries. 

The delegation, led by Nabed 
Shaath, had a detailed discus- 
sion:': with the Federation of 
Indian Chamber of Commerce 
and Industries (Fieri) here in this 
regard yesterday. 

The members of the team said 
that India’s expertise in machin- 
ery manufacture, technology, 
mining, and hotel management 
could beofxmmense use for Arab 
countries. They expressed willin- 
gness to set up joint ventures in 
software and indicated the pos- 
sibility of cooperation in hard- 
ware also. Other areas of 
cooperation are crude and 
petroleum products. 

Exploration 

India could help Arab coun- 
tries in exploration and drilling 
programme. Several Indian oil 
and natural gas experts are 
already enganged in oil explora- 
tion programmes in North 
Yemen, which has started expor- 


ting crude from November last 
year. 

The economic delegation met 
Industry Minister Vengal Rao 
and Programme Implementa- 
tion Minister Shiv Shankar and 
discussed measures to promote 
two-way trade between Arab 
nations and India.. 

In 1986-87 India exported 
goods worth SI billion to the 
Arab world and imported crude 
and petroleum products worth 
S2.6 billion from them. 

Dr Nabeel Shaat said that “we 
want economic partners, who do 
not seek hegemony over us." In 
this regard India could be one of 
the best economic partners, to 
give help in the developmental 
process of the Arab world. There 
are already over one million 
Indians working in the Arab 
world, now there is a need to get 
technical know-how and expert- 
ise from India. 

Revolution 

He said India was witnessing 
an electronic revolution and 
India '5 growing sophistication in - 
industry, technology and fron- 
tier areas offer vast opportunities 
to Arab countries to take advan- 
tage through collaboration and 
joint ventures. 

Dr Shaath said the recent 
crash in world stock markets has 
caused heavy loss to the Arab 
countries which had invested 
billions of dollars in Western 
nations. 


Kuwait Fund and Cyprus 
sign loan agreement 


A LOAN agreement was signed 
in Nicosia between the Republic 
of Cyprus and Kuwait Fund for 
Arab Economic Development, 
whereby the fund will give a loan 
of KD 4,300,000 to help finance 
southern conveyor project for 
water resources development 
(phase 2), a. fund release in 
Kuwait said yesterday. 

The loan agreement was sig- 
ned last February 12 on behalf of 
the Republic of Cyprus by Chris- 
tos Mavrdiis, Minister of Fin- 
ance and on behalf of the fund by 
Abdul Wahab Ahmed Ai Bader, 
deputy director general for 
operations of the Kuwait Fund. 

The project aims to maintain 
and develop irrigated agriculture 
in the KoJddnokhoria project 
area by enhancing the water sup- 
ply made available under phase 1 
of the project and the prevention 
of sea water intrusion into the 
acquifer. The project also 
provides irrigation water to 
4.300 hectares of agricultural 
lands in addition to supplement- 
ing zristing potable water sup- 
plies for the cities of Nicosia, 
Limassol, -Larnaca, Famagusta 
and rural areas, the release 
added. 

Project 

The project consists of diver- 
sion structures to transfer water 
from Dhiarizos river through a 
t unnel about 16 km long and 
construction of irrigation net- 
works for about 4300 hectares of 
agricultural lands. Components 


include two water treatment 
plants, a 36 km long pipeline to 
convey potable water to the 
capital Nicosia in addition to the 
provision of water for20 villages. 

The project includes the prov- 
ision of consulting and technical 
services, and equipment for 
project operation, the Kfaed 
added. 

Total cost of the project is 
estimated at KD 47.1 million of 
which 9 per cent will be covered 
in full by the fund loan, the 
release added that execution of 
the integrated project commen- 
ced in 1984 and is expected to be 
completed in 1993.

BRUSSELS. Belgium, Feb 17, 
( AP): The share price of Societe 
Generate de Belgique sa rose 580 
francs ($16.57) to 4.730 francs 
(S 135.14) yesterday as Italian fin- 
ancier Carlo de Benedetti laun- 
ched his long-awaited bid to take 
control of Belgium’s largest 
hodling. 

But De Benedetti acted with 
little apparent enthusiasm, 
according to dealers who said the 
Italian appeared not to improve 
his offer of 4,000 francs ($1 14.29) 
per share. 

With the market price far 
above that, the president of 
Olivetti Spa seemed to wait for 
the price to fall before raising his 
stake, they said. 

De BcnedcttT s offer of$ 1 14.29 
runs through March 4. 

He has said he already controls 
38 per cent of Societe Generate 
and wants to buy 15 per cent 
more. 

Loss 

Yesterday's gain nearly wiped 
out the 700-franc ($20) loss 
Societe Generate posted last 
Friday. 

The share price hit a record 
4,850 francs ($ 1 38.57) last Thurs- 
day.. 

A total of 278,000 Sodcte Gen- 


erate shares were traded on the 
Brussels stock exchange on Mon- 
day, a sizeable volume by Belgian 
standards but well down from 
last week’s levels when the tattle 
for controf of Societe Generate 
was in full swing.

US housing starts drop 
and industrial output up 


WASHINGTON, Feb 1 7, (Reu- . 
ter): US housing starts in Jan- 
uary fell to the lowest level in 
more than five years, but the 
industrial sector of the economy 
continued to expand, the govern- 
ment said today. 

Housing starts fell 1.9 percent 
last month to an annual rate of 
1.377 'million units, the lowest, 
level since December 1982, 
according to the Commerce 
Department. 

.The fall, which followed a 
steep 15.5 per cent drop in 
December, confounded econ- 
omists' expectations of a modest 
rebound to about 1 .45 million. 

Industrial production, mean- 
while; rose 0J2 per cent in Jan- 
uary afteF growing by 0.4 percent 
in December and November, the 
Federal Reserve Board said. 
Forecasts 

The increase was in line with 
the forecasts of most economists, 
who said the industrial sector is. 
riding the crest of an* export 
boom caused by the cheap dollar. 

Taken together, today’s data 
provided evidence that the long- 


awaited shift in the composition 
of economic growth away from 
domestic consumption and 
toward exports, needed to reduce 
America's huge trade deficit is 
now well under way, economists 
said. 

If the transformation contin- 
ued at the current pace, econ- 
omists said the economy would 
probably avoid a recession this 
election year. 

But they said clouds were gath- 
ering over the housing industry. 

Experts 

Most building experts tad dis- 
missed December's decline in 
housing stem, the steepest mon- 
thly fall in three years, as an 
aberration rather than the har- 
binger of a depression is. the 
housing industry. 

But today’s report brought 
more gloomy sews. 

Building permits, a barometer 
of future building activity, fell 8 JZ 
per cent last month to an annual 
rate of 1 .25 miQiou after a 7.4 per 
cent decline in December to 
1361.000.

Tbe illusion: 

A length of string is threaded through a soda straw 
until the straw is in the centre of the string. The straw is 
then doubled over and cut in half. However, when the 
string is pulled out, it's been restored, and is none the 
worse for wear! 

The preparation: ' 

Ahead of time, puta two-inch slit alone the straw at the 
centre with a razor blade (1). Be sure to handle the straw 
by the ends so that the slit stays closed and unnoticed. 
You will need a length of thin kite or package string at 
least fifteen inches long. 

Tbe trick: 

Openly push the string through the straw until there is 
string hanging out each end. Bend the straw in half so that 
the slit is to the inside of the fold. Grip the straw in the left 
fist and pull on the two ends of the string with your right 
hand. This will pull the string out of the centre of the 
straw and through the slit so it is an inch below the fold. 
Pick up the scissors, put the lower blade through the fold 
of the straw, but above the string, and cut (2). Take the 
lower ends of the straw in tbe right fingers and pull the 
string and straw down into the left fist until they stick out 
the bottom. Lift one end up all the way between your 
thumb and index finger so you have an end of straw 
sticking out each side of your left fist (3). Wave the 


scissors over your left hand and pull out the string to 
show it “restored.”

The riverboat glided 14 miles along the Bayou. 
Barataria, through the bayous where the Pirate Jean 
Lafitteand his buccaneers had once lived, until it came to 
an old Indian burial ground. One side of the burial 
ground was bordered by the canal. The rest of it was 
surrounded by a dense forest The Indians’ graves all lay 
at the foot of a gigantic earth mound. Au oak tree that 
was hundreds of years old grew on top of the mound. At 
this point in the canal, the riverboat turned around and 
immediately began its return trip to New Orleans. 

The river boat cruised back along the Bayou Barataria, 
to Hero Cutoff. Here, it turned into the Harvey Canal, a 
3-mile waterway that leads back to the Mississippi River; ■ 
The level of the water in the Harvey Canal of lower than 
the level of the water in the Mississippi River. Therefore, 
after traveling the length of the Harvey Canal, the river- 


boat had to enter the Harvey Lock, to be raised to the 
Mississippi River’s water level. The riverboat entered the 
lock and the gate closed behind it The lock gate in front 
oftheriverboatwasaireadyclosed.In 10 minutes the level 
of the water in thelockhad been raised to the level of that 
in the Mississippi River. The gate at the front of the lock 
opened, and the riverboat glided out and turned into the 
Mississippi. After traveling 4 more miles, it reached the 
Canal Street dock from which it had departed earlier in 
the day. 

If the riverboat traveled at an average speed of 1 0 miles 
per hour, at what time did Wendy arrive back in New 
Orleans? 

• The riverboat that Wendy was on arrived back at the 
Canal Street dock in New Orleans at 4:32 p.m. 

The distance that the riverboat travelled along the 
Mississippi River, when the bayou tour began, was 10 
miles. The distance that the boat travelledalong the Algiers 
Route was 7 miles. Therefore, by the time the riverboat had 
reached Hero Cutoff, it had already gone 10 miles + 
7miles, or 17 miles. 

The riverboat then travelled the 14 miles along the Bayou 
Barataria; turned around, and immediately returned the ' 
14~mile distance to Hero' Cutoff. Thus, the total distance' 
that the riverboat traveUedalong the Bayous Baratariawas 
14 miles + 14 or 28 miles. Therefore, when the riverboat 
entered the Harvey Canal, it had already gone 17 miles 
+ 28 miles = 45 miles. 

The distance that the riverboat travelled along the 
Harvey Cana l was 3 miles. It then turned back onto the . 
Mississippi River and travelled the final 4 miles to the 
Canal Street dock in New Orleans. Therefore, the total 
distance of the bayou tour was 45 miles + 3 miles + 4 miles 
=52 miles. 

The riverboat travelled at an average speed of 10 miles 
per hour. Since Time = Distance divided by Rate, the 
boat’s travelling time was = 52 miles + 10 miles per 
hour- 5 hours and 12 minutes. 

The riverboat also spent 10 minutes in the Algiers Lock, 
and 10 minutes + 10 minutes in the Harvey Lock. Thus, the 
total time that it spent in the two locks was 10 minutes + 10 
minutes or 20 minutes. Now add the 20 minutes that the 
riverboat spent in the two locks to the 5 hours and 12 
minutes that it took for it to travel the 52 miles of the tour. 5 
hours and 12 minutes +20 minutes =5 hours and 32 
minutes. Thus, the riverboat returned to the Canal Street 
dock 5 hours and 32 minutes after it had departed. 

The bayou tour began at 11 am. 11 am + 5 hours and 
32 minutes —4:32 P.M. 


Spreading 

seeds 


POPPY SEEDS are very 
small. They are scattered 
from little holes as the fruit 
stem sways in the wind.’ 
Some fruits split open and 
the seeds fly out. The violet 
fruit splits into three parts 
and the seeds are thrown 
out 

The yellow flowers of 
gorse and broom make a 
fruit called a pod. The 
white flowers of the pea 
plant also produce pods. 
When it dries, the ripe pod 
splits open with a loud 
‘pop’. The seeds are shot 
out of split pod. They may 
travel several metres. 

The large fruits of the 
water lily float away on the 
water. When they settle in 
the mud, the seeds may 
grow into new water lily 
plants.

Canada and Finland win in hockey 


Poland tie with Sweden to stay in contention 


CALGARY, Alberta, Feb 17, 
(AP): Some coaches preach that 
winning is everything. But that 
wasn't the case with Leszek Lejc- 
zyk, at least not when his lightly 
considered Polish Olympic 
hockey team was facing high-fly- 
ing Sweden. 

On paper, yesterday's “B” 
pool matchup in the 16-day tour- 
nament looked like a mismatch.

Soviets clinch gold 
in pairs figure skating 


CALGARY, Alberta, Feb 17, 
(AP): Two-time world cham- 
pions Ekatarina Gordeeva and 
Sergei Grinkov of the Soviet 
Union won the gold medal in 
pairs figure skating last night 
with a mistake-free but cautious 
routine. 

Teammates Elena Valova and 
Oleg Vasiliev, the defending 
Olympic champions, won the 
silver, giving the Soviet Union a 
total of seven medals, including 
three gold, in the first three full 
days of competition. 

Dominated 

The Soviets have dominated 
pairs figure skating since the 
early 1960s, claiming 19 of the 
past 25 world titles. They have 
won the Olympic title every year 
since 1964. 

Jill Watson and Peter 
Oppegard took the bronze for 
the United States, its first medal 
of the Winter Games. 

Gordeeva, a dainty 16-year- 
old schoolgirl who has entranced 
crowds throughout the world the 
last two years, and Grinkov 
dearly were the class of the com- 
petition. Their jumps, lifts and 


spins were perfect, and the 
sellout crowd gave them a thun- 
derous standing ovation at the 
end of the 4/1-2 minute 
programme. 

Gordeeva and Grinkov. 20, 
were first with all nine judges in 
Sunday’s short and yesterday's 
long programmes. 

Skating last night to music 
ranging from Mendelssohn to 
Mozart, they received three 5.8s 
and six 5.9s of a possible 6.00 
from the nine judges for technical 
merit, and one 5.8 and eight 5.9s 
for presentation. 

Valova, sidelined much of the 
past year with an ankle injury, 
and Vasiliev finished second with 
every judge. Vasiliev touched 
down on side-by-side triple toe 
loops, but the rest of their 
programme was clean. 

Watson and Oppegard might 
have moved up to second with a 
stronger freestyle performance. 

But Watson fell on her double 
axel jump and did only a single 
flip while Oppegard did the plan- 
ned double flip late in the 
programme. They also skated 
slowly.

Remember, it's been some time 
since I played the first round of a 


tournament" 

Becker started out with a solid,

Soviet swimmers dominate Swedish Open 


GOTHENBURG. Sweden, Feb 
17, (Reuter): The powerful 
Soviet Union squad were domin- 
ant with four winners in the 13 
events on the first day of the 
Swedish Open international 
swimming meeting yesterday. 

The Soviet attack at the 16- 
nation meeting was spearheaded 
by European champion Sergei 
Zabolotnov, who won the 200 
metres backstroke by a comfor- 
table 1.4 seconds from second- 
placed Frank Hoffmeister of 
West Germany. 

However, the Russian's time 
of two minutes 1 .09 seconds was 
well outside his personal mark of 
1:59.35, last year’s best recorded 
time. 

Other Soviet successes 
included a 50.08 seconds victory 


in the 100 metres men’s freestyle 
for Gennady Prigoda. who outs- 
wam home favourite Rickard 
Milton by more than l .5 seconds. 

In the 400 metres individual 
medley, Australia’s Rob Wood- 
house, world number three in the 
event during 1987, powered 
home to an expected win in 
4:24.21, though it was almost six 
seconds slower than his best. 

Sweden's Anders Holmertz, 
who swam the world's best time 
for the 200 metres freestyle last 
year when he took the European 
title, continued a long unbroken 
run of victories with a win in ins 
less-favoured 400 metres event. 

The tall Swede powered ahead 
ofhis nearest rival, the Soviet 800 
and 1,500 metres freestyle world 
record holder, Vladimir Sal- 
nikov, to win by four seconds. 


Petri Suominen. a promising 
Young Ron, surprisingly took 
the 200 metres breastroke by 
beating the strong-favoured 
British pair of Murray Busweli 
and Adrian Moorhouse. the 
European 100 metres champion, 
into second and third places res- 
pectively.

The two-day Swedish Open, 
which is being held for the first 
time this year, is included in a new 
European circuit which organ- 
isers hope to extend into a World 
Cup series next year with events 
staged in Australia and North 
America.
